Of especial lmportanee wul be
the assembling of thé records
of all Californians who partici-
pate actively. in the war, wheth-
er 'with the Army, the Navy,
Air Service or clvilian defense.
Complete data will be gather-
ed so that in future years it

Every man, woman and child
in the city will be asked to wear
a poppy on that day in honor
of the men who have given
their lives for America. The
